When..I first decided God wanted ae to preach, I was 
in Chicago, at the Pacific Garden Mission where Billy Sun- 
day was saved, where “Mel” Trotter was saved, where so 
many. great men of God were saved. And there I preached 


my first sermon on this little 


text, Romans 6:23: “For the 


wages of sin is death; but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 


I. The Wages of Sin Is Death 


The first part of this verse says 
the wages of sin is death. That 
is half of it: “The wages of sin 
is death.” Many people are mighty 
anxious to get their wages. I 
worked for a construction com- 
pany one time, and when Saturday 
came I was awfully disturbed be- 
cause I was not paid for the Sat- 
urday morning’s work. I was 
told, “You will have to get that 
next week.” And I had to come 
the whole week in order to make 
sure I would get that last Satur- 
day’s‘pay. I was anxious that I 
get my wages. 


-~x There-is-a-law..about wages—I. 


mean God's law, not just man’s 
law, though man’s law fits in with 
it. The law is this: that whatever 
you sow, you reap; whatever you 
work for, you have a right to get. 
That is the law of wages; you are 
supposed to get certain wages. So 
God says the wages of sin is death. 
1. Sin brings physical death. 
Do you remember the story 
about Adam and Eve in the Gar- 
den of Eden? They sinned. God 
said, ‘You must not take the fruit 
of this tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil; you must not eat 
it. You may have everything else 


in the garden. You may have all 
you want to eat; you may smell 
the pretty flowers, and play with 
the animals. Everything is beau- 
tiful and fine, and for you to en- 
joy, but do not eat of that fruit.’ 
But they disobeyed God and sin- 
ned, and so death came into the 
world. Up to that time nobody 
had ever been sick. Nobody had 
ever. died, and nobody had ever 
gotten angry. Nobody had ever 
been unkind; nobody had ever 
been unhappy. Oh, when there 
was no sin, there was no death, 
no trouble! Until sin came no- 
body had ever shed a tear; no- 
body had ever had a broken heart, 
As soon as they sinned, then 
Adam and Eve began to die. It 
was as. certain then as if it had 
already happened, that Adam 
would one day die, that Eve would 
one day die. The wages of sin is 
death, and they had sinned. From 
that time on, everybody in the 
world has been sinful, and so 
every one of us has to die, if 
Jesus does not come before death. 

All right, now, here is a law: 
the wages of sin is death. You 
can not get by God’s law.

And then 
the first chapter of Acts, verses 
4 and 5 tell us about the disciples, 
“And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise 
of the Father, which, saith he, 
ye have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many. days hence.” 
Now on the day of Pentecost 
these blessed promises were ful- 
filled. 


II. The Dove a Type of the 
Holy Spirit’s Power Abiding 


Now in the Old Testament 
there are many beautiful pre- 
figures, foreshadows of the work 
of the Holy Spirit, and one 
of these so beautifully brought 
out is under the emblem of a 
dove. Follow me carefully for 
a moment, please. The first 
mention of the Holy Spirit in the 
Old Testament is under the em- 
blem of a dove. Genesis 1:2 tells 
us after the original creation, 
how the earth was without form, 
and void; and darknéss was upon 
the face of the deep. And the 
Spirit of God moved (literally, 
the mother dove brooding) upon 
the face of the waters. That is a 
picture of the mother dove warn- 
ing the rest. Now the first men- 
tion of the Holy Spirit in the New 
Testament is in Matthew. 3:16 
where the Holy Spirit descended 
upon the Lord Jesus in the form 
of a dove. Now back in the eighth 
chapter of Genesis, after the 
flood, we are told a little incident 
about Noah; how after he sent 
forth a raven, he sent forth a 
dove from him to see if the wa- 
ters were abated from off the 
face of the ground. Now notice 


the three goings out of the dove}: 


from the ark after the flood. “He 
sent forth a dove from him, to see 
if the waters were abated from 
off the face of the ground; But 
the dove found no rest for the 
sole of her foot, and she returned 
unto him into the ark, for the 
waters were on the face of the 
whole earth: then he put forth 
his hand, and took her, and pulled 
her in unto him into the ark. And 
he stayed yet other seven days; 
and again he sent forth the dove 
out of the ark, And the dove 
came in to him in the evening; 
and, lo, in her mouth was an olive 
leaf pluckt off: so Noah knew 
that the waters were abated from 
off the earth. And he stayed 
yet other seven days; and sent 
forth the dove; which returned 
not again unto him any more.” 

Now here is the application. In 
the Old Testament the Holy 
Spirit came, and finding no rest 
for the sole of His feet, so to 
speak, He came upon men of old. 
The Holy Spirit empowered them 
but did not stay, going back to 
the Father. How beautiful there 
in the Old Testament is the saint! 
Then when Christ was’ offered 
upon the cross of Calvary, He, 
through the eternal Spirit, was 
offered as sacrifice for sin once 
and for all, and when Christ 
cried, “It is finished,” the Holy 
Spirit took back to the Father 
the plucked off Olive Branch as 
a symbol that the work on Cal- 
vary’s cross had been accom- 
plished by symbol of victory in 
redemption in Christ Jesus. .Now 
the Holy Spirit came after the 
day at Pentecost and returned 
not again unto Him. The Holy 
Spirit is here and you do not need 
to pray for the Holy Spirit to 
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come. On the day of Pentecost 
the Holy Spirit came forth and 
is here now in the world and no 
one needs to ask for Him to come. 
He is here, and He.lovés to take 
the things of Christ and reveal 
them unto men. First he reveals 
to those who are outside of Christ 
their condition before God as lost, 
Hell-bound sinners, dead in tres- 
passes and in sin, and that a sin- 
ner can be justified by faith and 
have peace with God, trusting 
fully in God’s grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus 
whom God has sent forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in the 
blood. According to His righteous- 
ness, we are p2rtakers with God. 
Second, to those who are born 
again, converted, members of 
Christ’s body, the true church, the 
Holy Spirit is a teacher, and an 
enlightener. He loves to teach 
us of the deep things of Christ, 
that the eyes of your understand- 
ing may be enlightened; that ye 
may know what is the hope of 
His calling, and what is the riches 


the saints. 


It. A United Prayer Meeting 


Now chapter two of the book 
of Acts. All this is foundational. 
Remember Acts 1:8 is the key. 
Now we see how the Holy Spirit 
came in power and how that 
power was applied and how, right 
after Pentecost, impetuous Peter 
begins his Spirit-empowered min- 
istry in Jerusalem and _ three 
thousand souls were added to the 
church. “And when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one 
place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the 
house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire, and 
it sat upon each of them. And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” 


Pentecost is a Jewish feast and 
the word Pentecost is from the 
Greek word meaning fifty, the 
feast occurring fifty days after 
the offering of the barley sheafs 
in the feast of the Passover. It 
commemorated the feast of har- 
vest. And here we have in Acts 
2:1-4 a picture of the waiting 
disciples. Look back with me to 
the thirteenth verse of the first 
chapter of Acts. “And when they 
were come in, they went up into 
an upper room, where abode both 
Peter, and James, and John,” and 
naming the other disciples and 
now notice “these all continued 
with one accord in prayer and 
supplication, with the women, 
[Notice how accurate the Holy 
Spirit is to put Mary on the level 
with other women, not above 
them] and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, and with his. brethren.” 
Now all continued in one accord 
in prayer and supplication. And 
then we come to the first verse 
of chapter 2, “all with one accord 
in one place.” 

Beloved friends, listen, a ten 
days Spirit-empowered prayer 
meeting! Oh, no wonder things 
happened! No wonder Peter was 
used by the Holy Spirit to speak 
‘and have three thousand souls 
added to the church! And I want 
to tell you something, your pastor 
and this radio program will be 
just as effective as you men and 
women of prayer pray for the 
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of the glory of His inheritance in 


Spirit to use the preaching of the 
Word. One of Satan’s tricks is 
to cause division and strife and 
hindrance in the body of Christ. 
Wherever you find such a church 
with back-biting and bickering, 
and devouring of one another, 
you find a_ powerless, -lifeless 
church. Oh, read the great truth 
found in Ephesians where Paul 
says, “I... beseech you that ye 
walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called, With all 
lowliness and meekness, with long 
suffering, forbearing one another 
in love; Endeavouring to keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace. There is one body, and 
one Spirit.” Listen, I don’t care 
what human tag you want to put 
upon yourself, whether you be- 
long to this denomination or that 
denomination. To magnify de- 
nominational differences is so 
silly. In the light of eternity the 
important question is whether 
you are born again, a new mem- 
ber of the body of Christ. There 
is only one body and that is the 
true church composed of every 
blood-washed, born-again child of 
Ged. “. . . one Spirit, even as ye 
are called in one hope of your 
calling; One Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, One God and Father of 
all, who is above all, and through 
all, and in you all.” Now He 
says He gave gifts for the per- 
fecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, till we all come 
in the unity of the faith. And 
how wonderful it is to.gather 
around the Word and give Christ 
the preeminence in all we do! 
I am sick and tired of man-made 
fences and man-made programs. 
Some can say, “Amen” to that. 
We have some Methodists here, 
I am sure! 


IV. The Wind, Breath 
of God! 


Let us go back to the second 
chapter of Acts, verse 2, “And 
suddenly there came aé_e sound 
from heaven as of a _ rushing 
mighty wind.” Now the. wind, 
the breath of God, is quickening, 
life-giving and empowering. One 
of the beautiful types of the work 
of the Holy Spirit is a study of 
the wind or breath through the 
entire Scripture. In the second 
chapter of Genesis, . speaking 
there of the original creation of 
Adam, we are told that after 
Adam was formed of the clay, the 
ground, God breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life, and he 
became a living soul. You take 
the Red Sea experience when the 
children of Israel were facing 
that tremendous test, when Moses 
stretched out his hand over the 


to go back by a strong wind all 
that night and made the sea dry 
land, and the waters were divided 
—the power of the Holy Spirit, 
the breath of God. And in 
the thirty-seventh chapter of 
Ezekiel we read of the valley of 
the dry bones: “Can these bones 
live?” We read there where the 
Spirit of the prophet _ said, 
“Prophesy upon these bones.” And 
God breathed upon these dry 
bones and bone came to bone and 
stood upon their feet and God 
breathed upon them and they be- 
came living people. Can Israel, 
now scattered, cast away, set 
aside, be one day a new, living 
nation?. Yes, when God breathes 

upon them and gives them a new 
heart. 


|V. Cleansing for Witnessing 


Now back to the second of Acts. 
We find there not only an emblem 
of wind but in the third verse, 
“tongues like as of fire.” Do you 
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sea and the Lord caused the sea’

know what it means to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit, to have the 
purifying power of the Holy 
Spirit? Listen, Isaiah the prophet 
back in the days of old, standing 
in the temple, filled with God’s 
presence, says, “Then said I, Woe 
is me! for I am undone; because 
I am a man of unclean lips, and 
I dwell in the midst of a people 
of unclean lips: for mine eyes 
have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts. Then flew one of the sera- 
phims unto me, having a live coal 
in his hand, which he had taken 
with the tongs from off the altar: 
and he laid it upon my mouth, 
and said, Lo, this hath touched 
thy lips; and thine iniquity is 
taken away, and thy sin purged. 
Also I heard the voice of the 
Lord,.saying, Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us? Then 
said I, Here am I; send me” 
(Isa. 6:5-8). And I want to tell 
you out of the conviction of my 
heart, fellow pastor, fellow Chris- 
tian worker, you cannot be used 
of God and have the unction of 
the Spirit until first of all you 
are filled with the Spirit and 
know something of the sweeping 
power of the breath of God and 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
and its purifying fire-like qual- 
ities. Oh, that we would have 
preachers over this land who are 
under the unction of the Spirit! 
Bless your heart, I have heard 
sermons so-called that are tin- 
kling cymbals and sounding brass; 
beautiful orations, marvelous 
rhetoric, grammatically correct, 
everything perfect, but sermons 
that never even get to the first 
row in the congregation. You 
know what I mean. I had rather 
listen to a stuttering Sam that is 
on fire for God, that butchers the 
king’s English, that knows God 
and is Holy Spirit inspired and 
under the unction of the Spirit, 
than to have a million beautifully 
prepared so-called sermons that 
are as dead as a door nail. Some 
of you can ‘say, “Amen” to that. 
All right. You are with me, aren’t 


you? I just wanted to know if 
you are. 
Notice. “There appeared unto 


them cloven tongues like as of 
fire, and it sat upon each of 
them.” Notice the fourth verse 
and read exactly what it Says. 
“And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues.” Now 
listen, they did not speak in un- 
known tongues. They began to 
speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. Oh 
beloved friends, listen to me. 
Dropping down to verses 6 
through 8 I read as follows, “Now 
when this was noised abroad, the 
multitude _came together, and 
were confounded, because that 
every man heard them speak in 
his own language. And they were 
all amazed and marvelled, saying 
one to another, Behold, are not 
all these which speak Galileans? 
And how hear we every man in 
our own tongue, wherein we were 
born?” That is what happened 
on the day of Pentecost, not 
speaking in unknown tongues, but 
they spoke with other tongues as 
the Holy Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. And friend of mine, I had 
rather speak two words inspired 
by the Holy Spirit and under the 
unction of the Spirit than speak 
for half an hour and not have the 
driving power of the Holy Spirit 
back of it, to speak.as the Holy 
Spirit gives utterance,

a girl in Plainview, Texas. She 
was only about fourteen, a beau- 
tiful girl with red hair, and so 
sad about a trouble that had come 
into her life. Do you know what 
was wrong? Sin had broken her 
heart. “The wages of sin is 
death.” When they brought her 
baby to nurse she covered her 
face. She had never looked at her 
baby, and said she never would. 
She planned to give away the 
child, and wanted never ever to 
remember looking on that. little 
face, to remind her of her shame. 

I had a letter yesterday from 
two colored boys in the state 
penitentiary at Huntsville, Texas. 
What is the matter? They are in 
Death Row. The only time a per- 
son ever comes out of those cells 
except if clemency is granted is 
when he goes to the electric chair. 
They know that* when the door 
is opened and they are taken out, 
they will go straight to the elec- 
tric chair. The switch will be 
turned on, and instantly they: will 
go out into eternity to meet God. 
They have sinned, and. they must 
get their wages. And the wages 
of sin, in that case, is literal, phys- 
ical death now, Do you see how 
it goes? 

I went to see a man in a jail 
at Fort Worth, Texas, who had 
killed another man. His name was 
Bob Silver. At first they would 
not let me in, but finally the Sher- 
iff said, ‘All right, you can go in, 
Brother Rice, to talk to him about 
his soul.” His face was pasty-

white and pale; he had been in 
solitary confinement a long time. 
His hand trembled, trembled as 
if he were eighty years old, though 
he was only about twenty-one. Do 
you know what his trouble was? 
He was condemned to die. He 
had sinned; and now he must take 
the wages of sin. “The wages of 
sin is death.” Sometimes people 
die slowly, and sometimes they 
die immediately; but always, sin 
brings death. 


2. Sin brings eternal spiritual 

death. 

Sin brings death. It does not 
only bring death to the physical 
body, but it also brings eternal 
death. Do you know why people 
have to go to Hell? Because 
they have sinned. Do you know 
why they cannot enter Heaven? 
Because they are poor sinners 
and have not been saved. ‘The 
wages of sin is death.” 

Let’s look at it this way: we 
are going to take a trip one day. 
Here. is a train going one way. 
That train goes to Hell. There is 


a train going another way. It 


goes to Heaven. Now, everybody 
who gets on this train going to 
Hell gets his honest wages, just 
as you walk up and buy your own 
ticket. You need not complain 
about it, if you sin and go to Hell. 
You cannot blame anybody for it. 


II. The Gift of Eternal Life 
Through Christ 


Here is the other train. How 
do you get on the train for 
Heaven? Listen carefully: “But 
the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Do you know the difference in 
wages and a gift? You have to 
work for wages. A gift you re- 
ceive free. Do you see that? 
“The wages of sin is death; but 
the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
How do you get to Hell? By de- 
serving it. How do you get to 
Heaven? You get there when 
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you do not deserve it,. because 
God gives it to you free. It is 
wonderful how many things we 
get free! You know, I am an 
evangelist. I am so busy in re- 
vivals and in trying to win souls 
that I get to the place where I 
do not notice about my clothes. 
Not so:long ago I was in Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee. A man there 
did not like it because I had on a 
cheap $5.00 raincoat. He said: 
“A preacher who preaches to as 
many people as you do, a preacher 
who has as many people who love 
him as you do, ought to wear nicer 
clothes.” 
I said, “Oh, 
enough for me.” 
But do you know what he did? 
He wrote me later and said, “I 
want you to get a suit, a good 
suit, and a good topcoat and a 
raincoat.” And he insisted that I 
pay at least $150 for the outfit. 
Why, I never spent that much 
money on clothes all at once in 
my life! My wife said, “Honey, 
the man has plenty of money, and 
he wants to buy the clothes for 
you.” So finally I got a nice suit, 
a lovely overcoat and raincoat. 
There is more to the story, but 
the point is, that is a FREE gift. 
I did not work for it, I did not 
deserve it, I did not earn it; but 
there was a good man who loved 
Mme and gave it to me. 


1. Salvation Is a Free Gift of God. 


Do you see the point?  Salva- 
tion is like that. How do you 
get salvation? It is the gift of 
God. It is the free gift of God. 
Now everyone who goes on the 
train to Hell, buys a ticket. I 
mean, everyone sins and deserves 
to go to Hell. But everyone who 
goes on the train to Heaven rides 
on a pass. He does not buy a 
ticket, because Jesus bought the 
ticket for him, and it is all paid 
for—the free gift of God. You 
see what it comes to: everybody 
who goes to Hell goes there be- 
cause he deserves it. But if you 
want to go to Heaven, the only 
way is to let Jesus give salvation 
to you free. 


2 Salvation Must Be Accepted. 


In one of my meetings I re- 
member offering a quarter to any- 
body who would come and take it. 
No one did. 

I said to a boy, “You didn’t be- 
lieve I had a quarter there in my 
hand, did you? Why didn’t you 
take it?” 7 

He said, “I believed you had it, 
all right; but I didn’t think you 
would give it to me.” 

And so he did not take it; he 
did not get the quarter. 

Well, you don’t get salvation 
for the same reason; you just do 
not take it. If you accept-it, you 
can have it. You say, “Do you 
mean, Brother Rice, that I could 
be saved right. now, if I just ac- 
cept it free?’ Why surely! That 
is right. God loves you. Jesus 
died for you. Isn’t that what 
John 3:16 says? He is willing to 
give everlasting life to everybody 
who will trust in Him. ‘For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.”’”’ Oh, do not go on in sin and 
take the wages of sin! The thing 
to do is to confess your sin to the 
Lord and say, ‘Jesus, if You want 
to give me everlasting life free, I 
will take it. I know You love 
me and You died for me, and I 
will take it today. I will trust 
You about it and believe on You. 
I accept’ this free gift.” Now, do 
you get that? Remember it is 
“through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Just. let Jesus come into your 
heart. Why don’t you say, “All 
right, Lord Jesus, today I am go- 
ing to give You my heart. I will 
trust You, and I will accept Your 
free gift of salvation.” My, that 
is the best gift you will ever get!

accidents, loss of man hours, ab- 
senteeism, etc., in addition to the 
usual $10,000,000 daily liquor bill. 

During the first year of repeal, 
milk consumption dropped 37,000,- 


000 quarts, the second year 
59,000,000 and the third year 
69,000,000. In 1938 the average 


family spent $84.88 for liquor 
and only $48.68 for milk. This 
disparity has increased many fold 
since. 

In contrast with present fig- 
ures, the Eighteenth Amendment 
padlocked 177,790 saloons, 1754 
breweries and distilleries, which 
in turn decreased the death rate 


from alcoholism 42%, insanity 
66%, drunkenness 70%, crime 
54%. (U. S. Court of Records.) 


Consequently 97 of the 98 Keeley 
Cure Institutes and all the Neal 
Cure hospitals were closed.
